Wherevuhen a certaine man 
fayd: Happy are you Kings, vv hich wvſe fuchfovete ſen- 
tes:he ſayd nothing then,but on the morovv, as the other 
Uvas bathing himſelfe he came wvpon hin, and cauſed a 
verie great pot of the deareſt ointment ſtafte,tobe pouu- 
red on his head,that all ſtanding by tombledin ointment. 
er lome falling dowune for the slipperineſſe cauſed lau- 
ghter,as did the king him ſelfe. W hat infinite thouſandes 
of poundes he beflowued ona Triumph,haniug heard of

Puulus Amilins the Romane Generall it uvokld be too 
long to tell. That felout wuhen he had ſpoyled Egypt, 
in his la#t voyage. And thisof Polybius will ſerue , to 
Shevv his Fpouling nature here touched. Hovu he came 
by his kingdom,and wuas able to ouerflowo, Appian abs:

Nowv further matters howv the clay 
the legges5should be hroken,hovvthe fourth beaſtshould 
do-uuhen his hornes hence are broken : and the Buckes 
wnhorned fading body,euen howu Demetrius and Antio- 
chus ſonne fallout: Antioch. race should end: Demetrius 
hoſe should be dinided: they. chould match-vuith A#- 
gypt;and perish like dogges: theſe matters: might be mar- 
ked by humane sktll:and they touched not matter vuor- 
thy particular prophecie:nor the Ievves great cave. And 
Daniel knevvinvvhat yeare from his. talke the Lord 
coms into the wuorld: by wuhich time an euident token 
should be ouer all thewvorld, that the houſe of Seleuci- 
danor Gog perished,, by the Latin nation: and tongue, 
reigning in thoſe quarters:and he knevy the very nation 
that should reigne,euen the nextoffþring of Cittim unto 
the Macedonians,the Cetii,uvhich-vuas the firſt name 
of Italians, in Sudas,in Latino:. And therefore the mas 
ner ol bruſing the Greekes and particular dealings vere 
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to be ealed up, as needing no long warning. And fo the 
Lord concluderh that Daniel should 694 n0.m0 Ye- 
uelat ions all his life time: but reſt ntheſe, &corinue con- 
tended with his rare lot,if any thing wasſealed touching 
the Perſian kings payment : thirtre yeares hence EXva 
 shouldſee it: & for the temples hinderers , Apge and Za- 
cherieshouldreueale it. Nowv the viſions of Zacharie 
for our. Lordes comming, and leruſalems fall, they tou- 
ched not this argument of ſprouu &5 fafling of Daniel: 
& some points wvere to be reserued vntothe Temples 
ornaments, IEF
